Division landed in Korea to at- 
tempt to stem the Communist 
tide. 

“Gen. Dean is the most re- 
spected man the division ever 
had,” said 22-year-old Lt. James

} Many Stories of Heroism.

jon told many stories of his hero- 
ism. He remained in Taejon with 
his bazooka teams until the town 
fell before rumbling Red tanks at 
midnight July 20, 1950. 

The general acted as an ammu- 
nition passer to bazooka teams, 
directed their fire and fired ba- 
zookas himself. 

“All of our regular bazooka 
teams were so busy Gen. Dean 
took a couple of men downtown 
and went after tanks. I saw him 
passing ammunition to the men 
and. directing fire,” said Cpl. 
Ralph Vargason, of Newark Val- 
ley, N. Y. 

“He was doing a damned good 
job. I saw him holding a ba- 
zooka shell in each hand. And 
after our guys knocked out that 
tank I saw him walk up and 
measure the bore of an enemy 
tank while it still was on fire. He 
said it was a .75.” 

The general directed another 
rocket launcher squad from a 
second story window in firing 
down on the tanks as they rum- 
bled through the burning West 
Korean city.

He 
said it would give Russia a chance 
to argue that the U.N. had, in 
effect, reversed previous decisions 
calling for fool-proof international 
control of atomic energy. 

Lloyd said it would also mean

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)—

official notifications may go out 
early tomorrow. 

Many families will be cheered 
by word that their soldier-sons 
are alive, although in enemy 
hands.

The list supplied by the Com- 
munists is little more than one- 
fourth of 11,042 Americans re- 
ported missing in Korea. 

The Army in Korea arranged 
to fly the prisoner list to Tokyo 
where it will be distributed to 
newspaper men and relayed on 
to the Pentagon in Washington. 

That list will contain only the 
names, rank, serial numbers and 
unit designations. It will have to 
be matched in Washington against 
the roster of the missing to ob- 
tain home town addresses.

Cult Leader Pleads Guilty in 
Deaths of Wife, Second 
Woman. 


‘ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 18 (AP) 
—~A husky, 33-year-old railroad 
man has been sentenced to prison 
for from 14 to 60 years for the 
whipping-cult deaths of his wife 
and another woman. 

Curtis Lennander, self -admit- 
ted leader of the cult, pleaded 
guilty yesterday to two charges 
of third degree murder. He was 
sentenced by Judge Clayton Parks 
to serve consecutive terms of 
seven to 30 years on each count. 

“T was possessed of satanic fury 
that night,” Lennander told the 
court. 

He referred to the night of Oct. 
15 when he inflicted the fatal 
injuries .on his 35-year-old wife, 
Ardith, and Mrs. Anna Halvorson, 
64, in the flagellation rites to 


“drive out the devil.” 


“I am sane now and I believe 
I was sane that night except for 
being possessed by Satan,” Len- 
nander said. “God intends me to 
plead guilty.” 8 

A court-appointed sanity com- 
mission reported on Nov. 28 that 
he was sane. 

Lennander had been indicted 
for second degree murder, but 
County Attorney James F. Lynch 
recommended acceptance of his 
plea to the lesser charge because 
“tests disclosed that his mind is 
depraved.”

New Jersey airliner crash indicate that some- 
thing was wrong before the plane left the 
ground. The goal of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board should be to get the cause of this loss of 
56 lives—the second worst commercial airline 
disaster—and to get it as speedily as possible. 
Reports .on tragedies of this sort should not be 
so long delayed that they are forgotten'in dusty 
pigeonholes. 

The Miami Airlines plane was ; delayed five 
hours in its take-off while maintenance crews 
repaired its heating system. * 

As.soon as it did leave the ground its right 
engine shot out heavy smoke. 

The control tower sensed danger immediately 
and alerted the emergency crash crew. 

And then the crash. 

In short, something that should have <oie 
done to make the plane secure for flight had 
not heen done. 

The fact that Miami Airlines is a small non- 
scheduled operator is not necessarily a factor in 
the safety problem. CAB safety rules are about 
the same for scheduled or non-scheduled air- 
lines. And Miami says it had flown 100,000,000 
passenger miles since 1946 without a single acci- 
dent—until now. 

Yet the airlines’ ground crews did not have 
this one plane ready for flight. [f, as airlines 
president R. W. Duff suggests, a heater fuel 
line was disconnected and sprayed gas onto the 
engine, then the fuel line should have been 
tightened. 

Somewhere, maintenance missed a point. 
plane was not safe. And 56 persons died. 


In their investigations of the Elizabeth crash, 
the CAB and local authorities face a delicate 
task of locating personal guilt, if they can find 
any. Much of the evidence has been destroyed. 
But the focus of the inquiry will be the Miami 
Airlines supervision and maintenance organi- 
zations. 

For when a giant airliner flies off into the 
sky, several score of lives within it may some- 
times hang on a wire, a bolt or a hose. And the 
safety of these devices in turn depends on the 
mechanics and inspectors. 


The CAB’s primary responsibility is to review 
constantly its own safety rules, to reduce the 
possibility that human error may turn machin- 
ery into a flaming mass. Are more and closer 
ground inspections needed? Should maintenance 
crews be increased and trained more thoroughly? 

Whatever the cost of increased safety meas- 
ures, it is an eternity short of the $39.74 which 
56 persons paid to fly from Newark to Florida 
on this one plane.

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Diplomatic Recognition Note 

Whether Syria’s new Government represents 
the will of the people it is hard to say, for the 
people have had no chance to express them- 
selves on it. 

Early in November Syria’s premier resigned. 
After several weeks of jockeying, a pro-Soviet 
leader Of the Populist party, the largest in Par- 
liament, succeeded in forming a new Govern- 
ment. This cabinet lasted just one day. On 
Nov. 29 the Army Chief of Staff arrested all its 
ministers, suppressed newspapers which sup- 
ported it, and announced assumption of Army 
control “to safeguard the country’s security.” 


Syria now has a new President, a new Premier, 
and a new Government, all in.power at the 
pleasure of the Army. The United States, Brit- 
ain and France have formally recognized the new 
Government within three weeks of the coup that 
made it possible. 

In this case recognition appears to carry with 
it no implication of approval for the way in 


. which Syria’s Government came to power. Pre- 


sumably recognition is meant to imply merely a 
realization of the fact that this is the effective 
Government of Syria, able to make decisions 
and to take responsibility for them. 


Are these the principles on which the West and 
particularly the United States intends to extend 
recognition in the future? If not, what prin- 
ciples do we intend to apply? The United States 
can hardly say that it will recognize coups con- 
ducted by those who favor us but not by those 
who oppose us. For obvious reasons we cannot 


follow a policy of declining to recognize all- 


coups.’ A general policy that will cover all cases 
is ufgently needed. - 


Change Without Haste 


The British pride themselves—and jug#tly so— 
on the slow, organic growth of their democracy. 
Another development in that history of almost 
a thousand years is now foreshadowed. The 
Churchill Government has appointed the Mar- 
quess of Salisbury as Conservative leader of 
the House of Lords, and this may mean the end 
of that institution since the Marquess has long 
advocated its abolition. 

Because membership in it is nereditery, the 
House of Lords is a rather incompatible com- 
panion to the elected House of Commons. A 
man may be raised to the peerage for outstand- 
ing service to his country, but this is no guaranty 
that his descendants forever after will be able 
or worthy legislators. Anyway, if they should 
seriously oppose the governing. party in Com- 
mons, the King is always ready to appoint 
enough new peers to keep the balance in favor 
of the Government. So a good many of the 
milords just do not bother to go to Westminster. 
+ That is why Salisbury and the Conservatives 
are talking about creating a substitute body to 
be known as the Lords of Parliament. . Distin- 
guished men and women would serve in it by 
appointment, They would constitute a council 
of elder statesmen, complementary to Commons. 
Membership would not be hereditary, but the 
Conservatives would like to see a few members 
of the royal family, legal officers of the crown 
and high churchmen included by virtue of rank 
and office.

Pinch-hitting for Attorney Genera ‘McGrath, 
his erstwhile boss, ousted former Assistant Attor- 
ney General Caudle appeared on. TV's “Meet the 
Press” and defended his record in the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Particularly did the “beloved, 
honest, fearless” Mr. Caudle—the adjectives are 
those of Representative Boykin of Alabama—de- 
fend his record in connection with the: an Kan- 
sas City vote frauds. 

Answering a question by Raymond P. Brandt, 
chief Washington correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch, the top’man thus far discharged at Presi- 
dent Truman’s direction said he did not stop the 
vote-fraud inquiry. He dismissed as unfounded 
the charges that he had ended the federal inves: 
tigation. 

The facts are that Mr. Caudle was the chief 
prosecuting officer in the Department of Justice 
at the time of the 1946 Kansas City vote-fraud 
inquiry. Instead of pushing the investigation in 
Mr. Truman’s home area, Theron Lamar Caudle 
wrote the memorandum to thé. FBI saying that 
there was ho basis for federal prosecution and 
that further FBI investigation was not desired: 
The Department of Justice previously had lim- 
ited the FBI investigation, as the FBI, te protect 
itself, later pointed out. 

In other words, the Department of Suites 
with Mr. Caudle.as its chief prosecuting officer 
limited the FBI investigation and then on receiv- 
ing the limited FBI report said the report did 
not provide basis for a prosecution!

Gen. MacArthur’s Warning 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur is solidly in line with 
the old maxim that vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty when he warns in his American Legion 
Magazine piece, that strong civil control of the 
military must be maintained, especially if the 
universal military training program is adopted. 

Civilian control must be “extended and intensi- 
fied,” he says, “if the youth of our land is to 
avoid being corrupted into a legion of subservi- 
ency to the so-called military mind.” 

Even though the danger may seem somewhat 
more remote, the general also does well to insist 
that the army must not be allowed to become 
“an instrument of tyranny or oppression—a form 
of pretorian,guard—by those seeking to strength- 
en and intrench political power.” 

There is no gainsaying the historical fact that 
nations have been militarized by the military 
training of their youth, or that Rome was not 
the only state in which power was taken over by 
the man with the sword. But it would seem that 
Gen. MacArthur ought not to be too worried so 
far as the United States is concerned. 

After all, he knows from personal experience 
that the military came off second best in a quite 
recent brush with the civil authority.

Without such help, it is hard to see how 
Britain can do anything but default on her 
rearmament program.

Butler has already slashed one billion dol- 
lars of the nine billion dollars of goods and 
food which Britain had planned to import. 
That will cause some cruel deprivations.

‘The Ejighty-second Congress appropri- 
ated Mutual Seturity funds for Europe, 
for 1952, totaling six billion dollars; these 
funds would take the place of Marshall 
aid, which comes to an official end in 
January. But Congress, tired of trying “to 
take care of the whole world,” specified 
that only some one billion dollars of the 
money could be spent for economic aid; 
the bulk of it had to go into direct military 
assistance... 

Administration officials admit fs that 
they made a very poor job of presenting 
to Congress the obvious argument that 
Europe’s military strength rests on its 
economy. Congress is not always ready to 
grasp the obvious. The effect of the bill 
was like loading a 75-mm, pack wavitner 
on a sick mule. 


The United States will have to reduce 
the size of the whole NATO armament 
program, including its own, which is far 
behind schedule. NATO’s “Three Wise 
Men” (Harriman of the United. - States, 
Plowden of Britain, and Monnet of 
France), meeting in Rome, will have to 
figure out some new and more feasible 
-economic and military balances. 


Present Washington policy is guns and 
butter. Accordingly, NPA is allotting some 
12 per cent of United States steel to mili- 
tary “hardware,” some 45 per cent to de- 
fense-supporting ‘ndustries, and 43 per 
cent for consumer-type production. 


This was a commendable policy, but the 
question was whether the United States, 
with more than twice the national product 
of all its NATO allies combined, should 
expect its friends to break their backs with 
burdens of arms and men-in-arms., 


To keep its moral position clear and its 
allies on their feet for another winter, the 


United States will have to pull in its ex-- 


pansive belt a notch or two, which may not 
seem like very much in the 1952 economy. 
But the limit is in sight. 


Yes, the United States will have to sup- 
ply Europe with dollars so that its gov- 
ernments can buy coal, feed their people, 
regain their solvency. The United States 
should supply Britain with the 800,000 tons 
of steel. The United States will have to 
harid it out to the Beggars’ Uftion. 


But for how much longer? “In the words 
of Jeb,” Senator Dirksen bellowed during 
the MSA debate, “‘How long, O Lord, 
how long?’ I have become a little punch- 
drunk because of the crises about which 
I so frequently hear.” 

Dirksen’s rabidly isolationist lament re- 
flected the feelings of many thoughtful 
Americans, who heard Europe's cries of 
crisis in 1947, again in 1949. - 


If Europe gets through the crisis of 
1951-52, is there any reason to think it 
will be the last? There is no reason at all 
to think so. ' 


Europe's economy is obsolete. There is 
no hope in sight so long as the Continent 
remains economically Balkanized, with gov- 
ernments exploiting temporary trade ad- 
vantages, dog eating dog, while Britain for 
her part stands across the Channel clutch- 
ing her rachitic economy to her thin bosom. 


Four years ago the Western world got 
hold of a Big Idea. The Marshall plan was 
a‘tremendous emergency measure, which 
worked fine in an emergency. 

What is_needed now is another Big Idea 
that offers some hope, a tieal idea that 
will catch: the imagination and fire the 
individual energies of the ples of the 
Western world. Possibly is a super- 
Schuman.plan, possibly a Federation of 
Europe, possibly some variation of an At- 
lantic Union. 

The will for such an economic and_polit- 
{eal revolution exists in spots on the Con- 
tinent: Actially the idea of a federated 
Europe is written into the Mutual Security 
Act.

The Amazing Escape 


ALONE HE WENT. by Anthony Richardson. 

Norton & Co., 248 pgs., $3.) 

On May 27, 1940, Wing Commander 
Basil Embry took his R.A.F. bomber group 
up for one last show, a sort-of farewell 
sortie, before he assumed a new command. 
Over St. Omer, France, as his Blenheim 
Mark IV finished its bomb run on a Ger- 
man mobile column, Embry felt the plane 
“buck like a sun-bellying broncho.” It had 
received a direct hit. Embry parachuted 
into German-held territory, but within 10 
weeks he was back in England after one 
of the most remarkable adventures to 
come out of World War II. 


Now commander in chief of Britain's 
Fighter Command, Sir Basil Embry, D.S. 
O., tells the story in detail for the first 
time with the help of Anthony Richardson, 
adjutant to the

When Embry got to the Channel, France 
had surrendered and the British were 
gone. He tried to steal a boat to row 
across the strait, but the Germans thought, 
fully knocked holes in even the smallest 
craft. Posing as a beggar, he got enough 
money to buy fuel for an old van which 
took him toward the Spanish border. There 
he at last made positive contact with Brit- 
ish authorities, crossed into Spain in the 
trunk. of a secret agent’s car, and was 
soon back in England celebrating with a a 
pint of beer. 

Sir Basil Embry thinks that “only those 
who lived through it could fully 
stand... there was a do-or-die feeling 
in the flying air in 1940."

The initiated may get a fore- 
cast in the very positive and as- 
sured tone, almost admonitory, of 
a letter to President Truman on 
behalf of the CIO setting forth 
its legislative demands for his 
forthcoming message to Congress. 


1952 Will Be Difficult. 


The letter, from Emil Rieve, 
president of the Textile Workers 
Union of America, and adminis- 
trative chairman of CIO’s com- 
mittee on economic policy, was 
tossed over the weekend into the 
Administration’s confusion which 
finds the President very much 
on the defensive. 


“I should like to highlight for 


‘you in this brief memorandum 


the type of legislative program 
which we deem it advisable for 
you and the Administration to 
sponsor in the forthcoming ses- 
sion of Congress,” Mr. Rieve says 
bluntly, and cockily. 

“The year 1952 will be a diffi- 
cult one from many points of 
view,” he goes on which, as one 
reads further, is seen to apply to 
economic conditions, but mugbt

Also repeated for the forthcom-

of the Taft-Hartley Act. :

Change in G.O.P. Policy? 


Politically, the Rieve letter also 
deals in hard-fact implications. 

It is, at the same time, a chal- 
lenge to Democrats and a warn- 
ing to Republicans. It has become 
almost an axiom to say that labor 
can go nowhere but to the Demo- 
crats. But lots of labor votes went 
to Senator Taft in Ohio-in 1950, 
despite the cry from labor lead- 
ership that he was the “arch foe” 
of labor. 


Any great defection of labor 
nationally toward Republicans 
would call for some certain as- 
surances of a changed attitude 
in policy, however. For any real- 
istic appraisal of politics of this 
era must recognize that Republi- 
cans can’t expect to draw any 
substantial support from labor by 
doing what they did in the 
Eightieth Congress which was, in 
the closing days, to bury social 
reform measures in the House, 
including minimum wage increase 
and housing. 


Pious platform declarations at 
their convention for such meas- 
ures a week later only magnified 
the omission, with Harry Tru- 
man’s reminder.

Dead; In Baseball 


Over 50 Years 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Spencer Abbott, whose half-cen- 
tury in baseball as player and 
manager took him to-every state 
in the union, died here early to- 
day at the age of 75. 

Abbott’s son-in-law, Joseph Har- 
vey. of Washington, said that ex- 
cept for part of a season with the 
Chicago White Sox at the turn of 
the century, all of Abbott’s play- 
ing was in the minor leagues. He 
was a pitcher. His other major 
league stints were as a scout, in 
1925 with Brooklyn, and 1948-50 
with Washington.

Roe’s earned run average of 
3.03 tied him for fourth with 
Robin Roberts of the Phillies and 
Larry Jansen of the Giants. Mag- 
lie’s 23 triumphs, a figure also 
reached by Jansen, was tops in 
the league. Spahn and Roe each 
had 22 wins, Roberts 21 while 
Don Newcombe of Brooklyn and 
Murry Dickson of the last-place 
Pirates each won 20. 

Spahn pitched the most com- 
plete games, 26, the most shut- 
outs, seven, faced the most hats- 
men, 1289, issued the most bases

* Two Mothers Whe Fought to Keep Families Intact Among Those Needing Aid ©

HIS is the Fat of two young 
mothers who fought against 


T heart-breaking odds to give 
their children a chance for a de- 
cent life, 

Deserted by her husband four 
years ago; Mrs. B. was faced with 
the financial ‘care of her two 
babies. Untrained for the business 
world, she sought aid for the chil- 
dren while she enrolled in a 
school of nursing. In a few 
months she will graduate, able to 
support her family, 

Mrs. G. also was deserted by 
her husband, and left with three 
boys to support. They were paying 
on their home, so at a family 
council the four voted to make 
what sacrifices were necessary to 
keep the house. Ted walked to 
school to save carfare. Harold 
was a baby-sitter. Paul worked 
in a drug store. Mrs. G. found a 
job in a tiny store. 

Then the bad breaks began and 
with them came the temptation 
to let the house go. But again the 
boys sat down with their mother 
to’ figure out how they could cut 
their budget and still meet the 
house payments..They are work- 
ing out a plan but they have need- 
ed temporary help. 


Both these St. Louis families 
have valued their self-respect 
above everything else. But their 
budgets must be spread thin to 
buy the warm clothing and nu- 
tritious food that children must 
have. Neither mother has asked 
for special help this Christmas, 
but it must be hard when they 
realize that unless extra money 
comes from some unknown source 
the children cannot know any of 
the thrill of Christmas giving. A 
gift of $20 for each family would 
mean much to them.

And a half 
century before him, in 1689 to be 
exact, John Selden in his cele- 
brated work, “Table-Talk,” made 
this interesting comment: “The 
People and the Prince kist and 
were friends, and so things were 
quiet for a while.” 

The saying’s author was one of 
the’ very early chroniclers, who 
gave it its first expression in 
black and white around the year 
1300! Perhaps it was its Jown-to- 
earth, human quality that project- 


,ed it immediately into common 


speech, and so into English litera- 
ture, but whatever the reason, 
this is what occurred. As a mat- 
ter of fact, while Peter Langtoft 
is the writer on the record as its 
author, credit is sometimes given 
to Brunne, a chronicler contem- 
porary with Langtoft; so quickly 
did “Kiss and be friends” catch

house. 

“David, that sen of yours, has run away again. I just 
left him out for a few minutes and I told him plainly not to 
stir out of the yard, and the next thing I knew he had dis- 
appeared, and I was almost an hour looking for him before I 
could find him.” 

“That son of yours!” How quickly a child changes owner- 
ship when he has been naughty! But has Davie really been 
naughty? Certainly it is not good for a child to disobey, par- 
ticularly when he disobeys a reasonable command. 

x * 

BUT DID DAVIE’S MOTHER actually give him a reason- 
able command? We suspect not. Our experience with 4-year- 
olds has shown us that it is difficult to keep the average child 
of that age in his yard for long unless it is extremely well 
equipped with the things that a 4-year-old likes and needs. 
For example, a place to dig, a good climber, and lots of big 
boxes which he can build with and carry around. 

If his yard is equipped in this way he will very likely 
stay in it. If not, he will get out of it time and again, no 
matter how high you make the fence, or how securely you 
fasten the gate. 

And since he will stay in the yard alcne only so long, 
even if it is well equipped, the problem is to keep tabs on 
him when he leaves the yard and wants to go elsewhere. One 
good way to keep track is to let him come to the front door 
and ring the doorbell when he is tired of playing alone. if 
he loves imaginative play, as so many 4-year-olds do, let him 
pretend to be the milkman or a boy selling magazines. He 
will love the conversation with you which this involves, and 
you will know that he has left his backyard play,

BUT SUPERVISING his comings and goings is not 
enough. Four is-an expansive age and the child of this age 
needs to have at least some experience outside his own yard. 
So let him ride his tricycle outside the confines of his home— 


first to the fourth or fifth house away, gradually to the end - 


of the block, and finally all around the block. 

Or if like many he is a neighborhood visitor, arrange with 
neighbors to phone and check with you when he appears. If 
it is not convenient for them to have him visit, they can tell 
you. If they ate willing for him to stay, you can ask them to 
check with you again when he starts for home. 

Many 4-year-olds love the company of older people out- 
side the family, and benefit by it, and we hope that you have 
neighbors who will enjoy the company of your 4-year-old.

T WAS a gay and deceptive 

time when King Jehoash died, 

and his son, Jeroboam Il, 
ascended the throne. By conquest 
and loot the new prosperity 
came; the new king won back to 
Israel the rich regions of Trans- 
jordania, with Moab and Ammon 
subdued.

Cleaning Concrete. 
EOPLE who set out to trans- 
form basements into game 
rooms sooner or later end up 

cleaning concrete walls. After 
they’ve cleaned ‘em once they 
usually paint them at once, be- 
cause once you’ve cleaned a con- 
crete wall you’ve had enough of it. 

The cleaning solution used on 
a job of this sort is one part mu- 
riatic acid and ten parts water. 
If the wall is in very bad condi- 
tion a slightly stronger mixture 
may be required. The water and 
acid should be mixed in a glass 
or porcelain container, and the 
acid should be poured into the 
water and not the other way 
around. This prevents the acid 
from spattering. Any kind of 
acid is nothing to fool with, so 
wear rubber gloves and gogles 
and wear plenty of old clothes to 
protect your hands, neck, face, etc. 

Wet down the area to be 
cleaned and then scrub the acid 
solution on with a stiff fiber 
brush. It’s best to only work on 
a small area at a time. After the 
scrubbing operation is over, rinse 
the section off with plenty of 
fresh water. This is very impor- 
tant for if the acid is left to act, 
it will soften up the surface of 
the concrete. : 

As we said before, this job is 
no fun, and so once it’s over and 
the surface is moderately clean, 
it’s a good idea to paint the con- 
crete with a paint that will fill 
up the pores and prevent the col- 
lection of dirt.

ORTHWITH, the chastened 
prophet decided to obey. By 
ship and land, he journeyed to 

the spectacular capital of Assyria, 
and there to street-corner crowds 
he imprudently proclaimed the 
city’s utter destruction. So con- 
vincing was the foreign prophet 
that the people believed him and 
many put on sackcloth and ashes, 
and fasted. Jonah felt like a man 
who had done his work too well. 
The Assyrians repented of their 
wicked ways; they eschewed all 
future plans of aggression and 
violence and in the king’s cham- 
ber his counsellors decided with 
him to forsake conquest and be 
satisfied thereafter with what

This repentence was actually a 
deep disappointment to Jonah. He 
had been promised the demolition 
by Almighty God of the proudest 
city then on the earth. But the 
Voice, revisiting him in the 
night’s silence, told him that be- 
cause of the very genuine repen- 
tance of the Assyrians, they 
should have mercy. The capital 
was not to be destroyed. 

Jonah was in a tandrum at these 
face-losing tidings. And that was 
an appropriate time for Jonah to 
receive a sign from on high. 

It chanced that a gourd grew 
high enough to cast a grateful 
shadow over his bare head, shield- 
ing it from the sun.

When this deal was actually 
played, the bidding went: South, 
one club; West, one spade; North, 
two clubs; twu spades;

If 
West leads a trump, South has a 
cinch. If West leads the diamond 
ace or a club, South is also on 
safe ground if he uses logic. He 
must take the heart finesse 
_against East, so that if he loses 
this finesse West can make no 
damaging attack in spades. In 
short, South has no “guess” in 
the heart suit—his course is re- 
solved for him by the situation.
